: dog finds itself in a stressful situation or feels threatened. Dogs also may nip while

ee ae - around to avoid the risk of a future bite. Dogs can bite because they are scared or 
have been startled, or because they feel threatened. It may also bite to defend its 
territory. In addition they may bite to protect something that is valuable to them, 
like their puppies, their food or a toy. 


Obedience training is recommended to refocus a dog’s mindset, assist with 
impulse control, and modify problematic behavior. It can be helpful to place signs 
around the house to make family members aware of the latest training measures. 


Physical barriers such as baby gates may be necessary. Placing a “dog in training” 
Order by vest on the dog in public may be best and possibly a muzzle, if necessary.

East End Pols 
Urge More Vaccine Access 


BY TIMOTHY BOLGER 


M ore than a dozen East End lawmakers sent 
a joint letter on Jan. 14 to Suffolk County 
Executive Steve Bellone and Gov. Andrew Cuomo 
demanding that the coronavirus vaccine be made 
more accessible to Twin Forks residents. 

All five East End town supervisors, a majority of 
the area’s village mayors, and all three New York State 
legislators that represent the Hamptons and the North 
Fork signed the letter, which detailed the officials’ 
grievances about Covid-19 vaccine availability. 

“The vaccine distribution on the East End, with the 
new, expanded eligibility categories, is virtually non- 
existent,” the letter stated. “Our residents, particularly 
senior citizens, cannot be expected to drive an hour 
or more to places such as Brentwood, Jones Beach, or 
Stony Brook, to get the vaccine.” 

Derek Poppe, a spokesman for Bellone, agreed that 
supply remains an issue. 

“Suffolk County has actionable plans and the 
infrastructure already in place to administer at least 
10,000 vaccinations a week, the only impediment 
right now is the current available supply,” he said. 
“We have identified locations across the county and 
already have agreements in place to quickly stand 
up PODs at Suffolk County Community College’s

vaccines become available.” : 

The governor's office did not respond to a request 
for comment on the letter. Cuomo has asked New 
Yorkers for “patience at an impatient time” as the 
state waits for increases in vaccine allocations from 
the federal government to meet high demand.Wading 
River resident Dino Dilorio said he and his family 
have spent many hours trying to get a 
vaccination appointment for his mother, 
83-year-old Helena Dilorio, who has a 
rare, severe lung infection. Helena’s 
medical specialists agree she should 
be “top of the list” for the vaccine, 

Dino said. However, individual 

doctors cannot decide this, and Dino 

has repeatedly been told to register 
Helena through an online form. So far, all 
appointments have been taken. 

“It is vital that she does not contract Covid-19 
because she would not be able to survive it,” Dino 
said. “She needs this vaccine. But those 75 or older 
with medical conditions are now competing with 
hundreds of people 65 and older, and you can’t get 
these appointments.”

West Babylon man who East 

Hampton Town Police arrested on 
Jan. 14 for the hit-and-run death of a 
36-year-old woman in her hometown of 
Amagansett was accused of fleeing the 
scene of another crash two months prior, 


‘Suffolk County prosecutors said. 


Mark A. Corrado Jr. was driving his 
1997 Dodge RAM 1500 pickup truck 
eastbound on Montauk Highway when 
he struck Yuris Murillo Cruz, who was 
pushing her kids, ages 1 and 4, ina 
stroller on the shoulder of the road near 
the corner of Bunker Hill Road at 11:42 
a.m. Wednesday, police said. 

“Corrado did not stop and continued 
east before abandoning the vehicle 


in a wooded area on Gilberts Path in 


Amagansett and fleeing the area,” police 
said in a news release. 

Police located the vehicle during a 
search of the area. Corrado surrendered 
to East Hampton Town Police detectives 
at the Suffolk County Police Third 
Precinct in West Babylon later the same 
day. 

The 28-year-old suspect was charged 
with a felony count of leaving the scene 
of an accident resulting in death. The 
charge “is based in part on the audio- 
and video-recorded confession of the 
defendant and [his] sworn written 
deposition,” detectives said in court 
documents.He pleaded not guilty at East 
Hampton Town Justice Court. No bail

own of Riverhead officials are steaming 

mad at the Suffolk County Water Authority 
after the agency’s leadership criticized the town’s 
ability to private drinking water to homes with 
private wells in Calverton and Manorville. 

In the same letter that SCWA said it is “ ready, 
willing and able” to pipe in water to the homes, 
it also suggested that the Riverhead Water 
District is too inexperienced and ill-equipped 
to cost-effectively connect the homes — a 
characterization that drew the ire of town leaders. 

“This would not be the optimal solution,” 
SCWA CEO Jeffrey Szabo wrote in a letter to the 
Secretary of the Navy requesting federal funds for 
the connections since the former Naval Weapons 
Industrial Reserve Plant in Calverton is suspected 
of contaminating the private wells. 

“The Riverhead Water District employs only a 
handful of full-time employees with no significant 
experience managing a project the size and scope 
of the Calverton/Manorville area.” 

SWCA said it will cost $12.15 million to connect 
128 homes in the area, many of which fall in the 
Town of Brookhaven, which the agency said is 
outside of the Riverhead Water District’s territory. 
The northeast corner of Manorville does fall 
within the Riverhead town border. 

“The quality and reputation of personnel 
(some of whom were once employed and held 
key roles at the SCWA) ... is insulting and quite 
frankly, unfounded and untrue,” Riverhead 
Town Supervisor Yvette Aguiar said in response 
to SCWA, noting she was shocked by the letter. 
“An attack criticizing the water district and an 
assumption of ineptitude will not be taken lightly. 
We will defend and protect our water district!” 

The town is expected to vote on Jan. 20 to 
expand the water district's map to include 
impacted homes.

F or over a year now, the Wi-Fi at our house 
in East Hampton has gone down 
almost every afternoon at 6 p.m. 

It’s down for about an hour. Could 
be in the middle of a Zoom meeting or 
answering email, doing a podcast. It’s a 
problem. 

At first I thought it was just me. But 
then friends told me this 6 p.m. collapse was 
happening to them too. I write for a newspaper. I 
read the news. We have important people out here. 
And if the local Wi-Fi service is losing its grip, this 
could be a disaster. 

Optimum, now owned by Altice, is the dominant 
internet option on the East End. Years ago, under 
another name, it bought its competitors and cornered 
the market. Today, you either get Optimum’s Wi-Fi 
or you're left with unreliable alternatives. And it’s 
not cheap. For basic 200 Mbps Wi-Fi at my house, 
Optimum charges $97.20 a month. 

Back in July, amidst the continuing periodic 
breakdowns, I looked out the window and saw a man 
in a yellow hard hat high up in an elevated bucket 
threading new wires on our telephone pole. Below 
him was a white Optimum truck. Soon it left. But 
over the next ten days, the truck was back at the 
same pole six times to tighten, loosen or add further 
wires. Furthermore, elsewhere in the area we saw 
dozens more of these trucks. What was this? 

In August, rain and high winds of Tropical Storm 
Isaias barreled through, knocking down trees and 
overhead wires. We never lost power at our house, 
but after the storm, we were without Wi-Fi for two 
ays.

Then a miracle happened. A week later, a letter 
arrived in my mailbox from Optimum. It said due 
to the Wi-Fi outages caused by the storm Isaias, 
credits would be posted to my bill so I 
wouldn't be charged for what I didn’t get. 
I didn’t have to do anything. They’d just 
do it. Great, I thought. 
Except the months went by and the 
bills still came in at $97.20, while the Wi- 
Fi continued to spookily crash at 6 p.m. 
Well, I waited and waited, and then, finally, 
just before Christmas, I decided to try to find out 
where my credits were. 

The mechanical voice answers right away. It wants 
to know if this is really you, so this goes back and 
forth awhile. Then the mechanical voice asks you to 
say in a few words why you called. 

I said “I want to know where my credit is.” 

The voice said “we'll try it another way. Press 1 to 
make a payment, 2 for service issues, 3 appointments, 
4 become a customer, 5 to make changes or cancel 
your service, or 6 if you are calling about Altice 
Mobile.” 

I tried 2 for service issues. Then I got another 
voice. 

“Welcome to Altice. Don’t get tied down with your 
mobile plan. Take control with Altice Mobile now 
with flexible data options. Press 1 anytime.” 

This was said over and over for 22 minutes until, 
finally, a person in service answered. Or so I thought. 
After explaining my question about the credit I was 
owed, I was told I had been transferred to a different 
company called Suddenlink, and he'd transfer me to 
Altice. He then put me on hold and disconnected me. 

Well, I would not give up. I dialed again and went 
through the routine, and this time, did get through

to a service person. 

Patiently, I explained about the credit I had not 
gotten. 

In reply he asked me a question. : 

“How much are you paying for your current cell 
phone service?” he asked. 

“$150 a month,” I said. “It’s AT&T.” 

“What if I told you I could get you Wi-Fi and phone 
with Altice for only $85 a month?” 

I told him I was calling because I wasn’t getting 
my Wi-Fi credits.

THE MONTAUK LIGHTHOUSE CONTINUES TO BE A BELOVED DESTINATION ON THE EAST END

oronavirus forced organizers to pull the plug on 

he annual holiday lighting of the Montauk Light- 

house last fall, but the iconic landmark will shine 

brighter than ever once a pair of renovations are com- 
pleted. 

Just as a $1.1 million renovation to repair the 
225-year-old lighthouse is halfway completed, a long- 
stalled $30.7 million project to buttress the Montauk 
Point shorefront below the beacon is expected to soon 
get underway. 

“We anticipate getting shovels into the ground as 
soon as possible to start the work to preserve and pro- 
tect this National Treasure,” said Frank Verga, project 
manager for the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers’ New 
York District. 

The 110-foot-tall lighthouse commissioned by 
George Washington—the first in New York State 
and fourth nationwide—was 300 feet from the shore 


when it was built in 1796. After two centuries of 
erosion, the octagonal sandstone tower is now 
less than 100 feet from the edge of the Turtle 
Hill bluff the National Historic Landmark 
calls home. 

Although advances in nautical navigation made 
lighthouses largely obsolete since the 19th century, 
the structures remain a beacon of nostalgia for tour- 
ists. Drawing about 100,000 visitors annually, the 
Montauk Lighthouse is one of top tourist attractions 
on Long Island, helping fuel the economy in the com- 
munity at the easternmost tip of the South Fork that 
some locals jokingly refer to as a “quaint drinking vil- 
lage with a fishing problem.”

a new lease on life. 


The Lighthouse Committee of the Montauk Histor- 


ical Society raised the funds for the project, which is _ 
being done in three phases and received a state grant 
for nearly half of the work. Phase one repaired intri- 
cate iron details in the lantern that sits atop the light- 
house, ongoing phase two involves fixing cracks, and 
phase three will entail repainting the entire structure 
in 2022—white with a brown stripe. 

“This is exciting news for not only the East End 
of Long Island, but for all of Long Island,” said 
Nick Racanelli, who spearheaded the ongoing 
fundraising efforts for the renovations. He noted 
that the last major renovations to the structure 
were completed in the late 1800s. 

Before the pandemic forced fundraising efforts on- 
line, organizers backing the lighthouse’s facelift host- 
ed live events on the grounds to bankroll the project. 
Some big Hamptons names have gotten behind the 
drive, like when 16-time Grammy Award winner and 
Montauk resident Paul Simon gave a surprise per- 
formance at the 2018 Montauk Music Festival, with

proceeds benefiting the work. 

Besides the lighthouse, the complex consists of the 
keeper's house, the fire control tower, and the garage, 
which served as an earlier keeper’s house. Archaeo- 
logical sites associated with the lighthouse and bluff 
are also part of the complex.

ncouraging for those hoping to see the historic 
structure remain standing for future generations, the 
work to shore up the shorefront is also critical. 

The deteriorating stonework revetment is the 
only thing left protecting the lighthouse from be- 
ing lost to the ocean due to erosion. Repairs consist 
of removing and reusing existing five- and 10-ton 

_armor stones, placing new 10- and 15-ton armor 
stones, and providing slope stabilization with ter- 
racing and vegetation above the upper crest of the 
approximately 1,000. linear feet stone revetment. 
The U.S. Army Corps of Engineers awarded the 
contract to Bay Shore-based H&L Contracting. 
Construction is expected to take approximately 
two years. 


“We look forward to making sure this important ° 


part of American History remains a symbol of our 
strength and American military engineering excel- 
lence for the next 100 years,” said Col. Matthew 
Luzzatto, commander of the Army Corps’ New York 
District. 

Besides mitigating erosion, the project will also im- 
prove public access to the oceanfront. 

“The new revetment ... will include access areas 
that will allow visitors to walk safely along the sea- 
ward side of the lighthouse.” said State Department of 
Environmental Conservation (DEC) Commissioner 
Basil Seggos. 

When Gov. Andrew Cuomo originally announced in 
2018 that state and federal funding for the project was 
approved, the cost of the work was estimated at $24 
million and it was initially slated to begin that year. 
This year, DEC allocated $15 million for the project, 
nearly double what it had initially earmarked for the

f be significance of the lighthouse stretches beyond 
just Montauk or the 19 nautical miles at which its 
beacon reaches out at sea. 

It’s become such a symbol of Long Island that a 
silhouette of the lighthouse adorns road signs iden- 
tifying local parkways across the region. It regularly 
appears in advertisements for tourism and business. 
It’s easily one of the most photographed landmarks 
island-wide. 

lia And to think, the U.S. 
Coast Guard wanted to de- 
molish the structure in the 
1960s, sparking protests 
to save it. In 1996, the U.S. 
Coast Guard transferred 
ownership of the historic site 
to the Montauk Historical 
Society, which now operates 
and owns the property. 

“The Montauk Historical 
Society is honored to be a 
part of the civilian/govern- 
ment alliance that has been 
protecting the Montauk 
Lighthouse since 1970,” said 
Greg Donohue a member 
of the Montauk Historical 
Society board of directors.

If you own an Android and are looking to docu- 
ment what you are grateful for this year, then you 
may want to try Presently. This free app (and ad- 
free, whoo hoo) lets you record daily entries as well 
as a jaunt down past gratitudes.

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Gay Like Me: Richie Jackson Authors 
A Loving Warning to His Gay Son

hen crossing the threshold into 

adulthood, many of us wish we 
had some sort of blueprint or road- 
map helping us navigate life’s many 
dangers and inequalities, and that’s 
exactly what award-winning Broad- 
way, television and film producer 
Richie Jackson has done for his eldest 
son in his 2020 book, Gay Like Me: A 
Father Writes to His Son. In the tome, 
the East Hampton resident shares the 
raw, honest truth about his life as a 
gay Jewish man in America and gives 
a warning about the war being waged 
against the LGBTQ community in our 
seemingly accepting country. 

The story of the book’s creation 
begins when Jackson’s son came out 
at the age of 15, to the delight of his 
fathers. “I had hoped he‘d be gay,” 
Jackson remarks. “But then he said, 
‘Daddy, being gay is not a big deal. 
My generation doesn’t think it’s a big 
deal’ And I got nervous that he didn’t 
understand what it meant to be a gay 
man. I didn’t want him to be one of 
those people who diminished it or de- 
meaned it by saying, ‘Being gay doesn’t 
define me, or ‘I just happen to be gay, 
because if he did that, he would not 
take full advantage of the blessing it is, 
and he would break his own heart.” 

This moment inspired Jackson to 
write down all the things he wanted 
to tell his son about their starkly dif- 
ferent gay experiences, and the im- 
portance of not taking the history for 
granted. Jackson began his life as an 
out gay man at the start of AIDS epi- 
demic, moving to New York City for 
college in 1983. “My friends and I all 
came out as a political statement more 
than anything else,” he explains. “We 
came out to be counted, to force the 
government to confront AIDS.” De- 
spite feeling marginalized and invis- 
ible to policymakers and the general 
public, Jackson “always felt lucky to be 
gay,” adding, “I think it’s the best and 
most important part about me!” 

While some may attribute the em- 
boldened anti-LGBTQ movement to 
the 2016 election of Donald Trump and 
Mike Pence, Jackson traces that spark 
back to the monumental night when the 
White House was lit up in a rainbow of 
colors to celebrate the marriage equal- 


ity ruling in 2015. “It was mesmerizing, 
but our adversaries saw that too, and 
they believed that the White House be- 
longs only to them. I believe that was 
the moment a swift, straight lash was 
ignited,” he explains. “We had marriage 
equality; we had trans people serving in 
the military; Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell was 
thrown out—all of these advancements 
we had under Obama. Everything my 
generation thought was a pipe dream 
started to become a reality, and every- 
thing that our adversaries thought was 
a nightmare was also becoming a real- 
ity. That’s why I think it’s going to be 
harder for my son to come out into the 
world as a gay man than when I did 36 
years ago. They saw our liberation, and 
they’re trying to roll it back, take it all 
away and fight to not let us get it again.” 

He warns of a “veneer of acceptance” 
that leads many Americans to believe 
that the LGBTQ community has gained 
equality and is no longer neglected or 
under attack, which is factually untrue. 
“You can go into a Gap and buy a pair of 
socks with rainbows on them, but that 
is masking a very real war that has been 


waged on the LGBTQ community,” 
Jackson says, illuminating the fact that 
there have recently been over 100 anti- 
LGBTQ bills in state legislatures. 

Having shielded his son from the 
harsh reality of LGBTQ life in America 
up until recently, Jackson is now con- 
textualizing events from his son’s life for 
the first time in Gay Like Me. “When he 
was younger, he didn’t notice that I let 
go of my husband’s hand as we walked 
down a certain street that I didn’t think 
was safe enough. He didn’t notice I 
didn’t kiss him goodbye on the subway,” 
Jackson explains. “He was too young to 
understand or realize that a couple of 
years after we married, a gay man was 
called a f-- and shot to death four blocks 
from our home. So we were legal, but we 
weren't safe.” 

Pushing back against the growing 
sentiment that gay men are nearly a 
non-minority at this point, enjoying 
most of the same privileges straight 
men do, Jackson calls to attention the 
mental and emotional toll. that often 
goes unnoticed by outsiders. “I don’t 
think our friends know the daily, ex-

haustive work it is to be LGBTQ—the 
keeping of the vision of your beautiful 
gayness, your pride, your potential, all 
the things that make being LGBTQ so 
special in one view, but then also, at the 
very same time, being constantly on 
alert of how America sees you, so that 
you keep yourself safe. You have to keep 
those daily visions every single day, all 
day long, and you can’t let America’s 
view seep into your own view of your 
beautiful gayness,” he says. “We're in 
battle with our government; we're stig- 
matized by our religions; we're bullied 
in our childhoods—I think LGBTQ peo- 
ple are marvels for withstanding that, 
coming out and saying, “This is me! This 
is who I am!” 

To Jackson, the most rewarding as- 
pect of writing Gay Like Me, is that his 
son will know his complete story. “I’m 
at peace that I’ve told him everything 
I need to tell him and that he'll know 


-me—the good, the bad, the secret,” he 


says. “I didn’t edit or cut anything nega- 
tive, because that would’ve made it dis- 
honest, academic and useless to him.” 

Written and published with his 
son’s blessing, Gay Like Me serves as — 
a guide for young gay people, parents 
of LGBTQ children and straight allies 
to better understand that while Amer- 
ica has come a long way toward true 
equality, there’s still so much work, 
great and small, that can be done ev- 
ery day to help LGBTQ people feel ac- 
cepted, safe and blessed. “It’s the book 
I needed when I was young; it’s the 
book that [my son] needs; it’s the book 
that my parents needed; and it’s the 
book that our straight friends need to 
help them understand us more.”

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Peconic County Brewing 
Opens in Riverhead

D rawing its name from a long- 
stalled proposal for the East End 
to secede from Suffolk County, Pecon- 
ic County Brewing is the sixth craft 
brewery to open in Riverhead. 

Peconic County Brewing is coming to 
East Main Street in an 8,500-square- 
foot space on the ground floor of the new 
Riverview Lofts building, which opened 
in the fall with 116 rental units. The 
brewery was founded by Jeff Schaeffer, 
a Patchogue resident who grew up in 
Southampton and has deep roots in the 
hospitality business. The tasting room is 
slated to open in January. 

“Riverhead is becoming a destina- 
tion town like Patchogue, with people 
coming to visit the breweries, enjoy the 
walkable downtown and dine at a vari- 
ety of great restaurants,” says Schaef- 
fer, who hosts a blog and podcast called 
Long Island Beer Authority. “After visit- 
ing many breweries, I realized there’s a 


lot of terrific beer being made on Long 
Island. But what makes the experience 
special goes beyond the beer — which 
has to be really good, of course — but it 
also means having a great space, great 
food and a great vibe.” 

The Riverview Lofts building offered 
the opportunity to design and build his 
brewery and restaurant from scratch. 
Schaeffer set aside 2,000 square feet for 
a deck overlooking the Peconic River, 
which will feature fire pits and space for 
cornhole and other games. The brewery 
will have a full kitchen and a 15-barrel 
brewhouse with 30 barrel fermenters. 

“I wanted to have plenty of capacity 
for the taproom but am also looking 
ahead to canning and local distribution 
in the future,” said Schaeffer. 

James Miller, who was an assistant 
to Steve Pominsky at the sorely missed 
Barrage Brewing, signed on as brew- 
master and aims to have 10 beers on 
tap with frequent rotations for sea- 
sonal brews. Among the regular offer- 


ings will be the flagship Dream Girl IPA 
made with Simcoe, Amarillo and El 
Dorado hops, and Hampton Haze New 
England-style IPA. 

Schaeffer tapped Luke Andrews, a 
longtime friend and fellow classmate 
from LIU Southampton College, a vet- 
eran East End foodie who was most 
recently head chef at Baron’s Cove in 
Sag Harbor, to run the kitchen. “Luke’s 
menu will focus on upscale but simple 
pub food, like our lobster roll served on 
a croissant, along with great burgers,

flatbreads, and wings,” said Schaeffer. 

Although it’s a long shot for the brew- 
ery’s name to become reality, Peconic 
County Brewery nonetheless helped 
Riverhead maintain its title as the capi- 
tal of craft beer on Long Island.

Why She Loves the 
Hamptons and the 
Gays, But Not Trump

n Emmy-winning lightning rod on the ABC-TV 

daytime talk show The View, Joy Behar has 
earned her place at the highly visible table. She start- 
ed standup comedy ‘later’ in life, at a time when few 
women dared to get on stage, and went from working 
in dingy comedy cellars to headlining in Las Vegas, 
Atlantic City and at major theaters everywhere. 

Her success lead to her own HBO special, book 
deals, and her own show on HLN where she often 
advocated for LGBTQ issues and gay rights. Her 
voice “has always.carried,” and now, as a full-time 
East End resident; she is also writing plays. 

Behar is exactly the way she appears on television: 
fierce, funny, fun, and very direct. She also makes 
a to-die-for lasagna, and gives great parties (which 
she ultimately hides from, sometimes escaping to 
her den in the middle of her. own party, to watch 
TV, leaving her guests to wonder ‘Where'd she go??’) 
Well, here she is... 


The View started in 1997 and is still going 
strong. Did you ever expect this job to last 
this long? 

No-—who would ever have thought? I never expect 
any job to last, but the reason this one is lasting for 
me, is that it’s geographically desirable [laughs]. 


Let’s talk about location. In terms of the 
Hamptons, you’ve moved a few times. 

I started with a small, very modest house in 
Sagaponack, to a less modest house in East Hamp- 
ton, to an over a 100-year-old house [in Sag Harbor]. 
I’m almost as old as this house—this house is old! 


Why is supporting the LGBTQ community 
important to you? 

I identify with the fact that gay people, once they 
are out, have to deal with that. They want to be hon- 
est, and yet people are out to get them. I find that 
that’s true on The View. I have been saying things 
and I have a lot of enemies on the right—people on 
Twitter, etc., who hate me, hate me, because of my 
politics. 


Now that we have a new president, are you 
breathing a sigh of relief after Trump or are 
you still concerned about certain rights? 
Well, we have to worry about gay marriage, now 
that we have Amy Covid Barrett on the Supreme 
Court [laughs] ... Now that she is on the court, gay 
marriage is threatened again, Roe v. Wade is threat- 


ened again; it’s one step forward, three steps back- 
ward. And it’s about Trump because he put three 
people on the court. 


Let’s talk “Coping with COVID.” I think you 
were the first co-host on The View to say, 
“I’m staying home.” 

March 13 ... I came out here and I never left. The 
thing about me is I’m an indoor person. I don’t go 
spelunking, I don’t go skiing. The only sport I ever 
really liked was bowling and that was indoors. 


How has it been living on the East End, day 
in and day out, versus just coming out on the 
weekends? 

I love the Hamptons. I don’t even want to go back 
to the city. What I like about the Hamptons is that 
even though it’s a big place—and it is a big place— 
there is a certain small town feel to it, especially in 
Sag Harbor. 


And when COVID is done... 

I had a dream: If it wasn’t for COVID, I’d have a 
dinner party with Don Lemon and Carl Bernstein 
and Alan Alda and their wives-in Don’s case his 
fiancé-and we would talk about politics. That’s what 
I live for—I love stuff like that. I’m dying to do that. I 
can't wait til this Covid is over and everyone is vac- 
cinated and they can come over. 


You have always supported the Arts Commu- 
nity out here, especially as a performer. And 
now you are a playwright. A star-studded 
cast Zoom-performance of your short plays 
streamed from Guild Hall. That was excit- 
ing... 

You had a lot to do with that because of those Sa- 
lons in your house. 


Aww c’mon .... 

It’s true. I want people to know this about you, that 
you set your place as an entertainment center in your 
house. I'd bring a little scene to those Salon nights. 
That started me going with scenes, then I graduated 
to 10-minute plays, then a full length play and then 
the LTV Salons you did. They were a place for me to 
hear a reading of my plays. 


You’ve done a lot. Do you feel happy with 
where you are now? 

I’m proud of the fact that for four years I never 
ever said one good word about Donald Trump. That 
is what I’m proud of. From the get-go I saw who he 
was.
